The alert continued into Sun- 
day. with Nimitz declaring at 
Guam that only instructions from 
Washington would bring any re- 
laxation of his order. 


A Russian announcement dis- | 


cldsed that Marshal Alexander 
Vasilevsky, former commander of 
the Third White Russian army in 
East Prussia, was supreme lead- 
er of the Soviet offensive.

BOMBERS RAID

SUBMARINE LOST 

The Navy announced the loss of 
the submarine Bonefish and de- 
stroyer Callaghan, the latter in 
the Okinawa area recently. The 
Bonefish was “overdue from pa- 
trol and presumed lost.” 

Reconnaissance photographs dis- 
closed that Nagasaki, the second 
Japanese city against whi the 
devastating new weapon was 
used was 30 ‘per cent destroyed. 

Adm. Halsey’s Third Flee} ob- 
served Nimitz’ alert orders in Jap- 
anese waters. ready to move in for 
new attacks or, perhaps, to accept 
an actual surrender.

“The turbulence from the blast 
at Nagasaki was greater than at 
Hiroshima.” 

Reconnaissance photographs 
showed that destruction at Hiro 
shima was greater, however. Gen. 
Spaatz’s strategic command said 60 
per cent of Hiroshima was de- 
stroyed in the bombing last Mon- 
day. 

Farrell did not elaborate on the 
increased potency of the bomb or 
its manufacture, size or weight, 
nor on the comparative destruc- 
tion handed the two cities. 

Post-bombing pictures of Naga- 
saki showed a great crater where 
the bomb struck. No crater ap- 
peared in the Hiroshima photo- 
graphs.

One Army flier was killed yes- 
terday when a twin-engine C-47 
transport plane crashed into a 
wooded hillside near Smyrna, ex- 
ploded and sent a heavy axle 
crashing through a house, nar- 
rowly missing the bed of Mrs.

INVADERS “SMALL”

that Russian forces had driven 
deeper into Japanese-conquered 
Korea southwest of the Russian 
port of Viadivostok, but declared 
that the invading Soviet columns 
were “small.” 
Only 550 miles separated the 
tips of a giant pincers moving inte 
Manchuria from the west and east 
along the axis of the Chinese East- 
ern railroad. The encirclement of 
tens of thousands of Japanese 
troops in northern Manchuria was 
a distinct possibility. 

The swift sweep of the Russians 
raised hopes in Moscow that Red 
Army soldiers might soon seize 
some of the Japanese prisoner of 
war camps in which many Amer- 
ican, British and British Empire 
troops are imprisoned.

AUTONOMY PROMISED 

Ultimately, the Japanese people

can.” 

Ross could not say at the time 
who the man would be.

A renewed allegiance the 
Christian code of ethics and morals 
is the great necessity of our times, 
all the more so in view of the 
revelation of the atomic bomb and 
its power for good or evil. 

Such is the opinion of the Right 


Rev. John Moore Walker, bishop of 
the Episcopal diocese of Atlanta. 


to 


“Unless we get control of our 
ideas about ethics and morals and 
then put them to work again to 
build: up instead of to tear down 
our civilization, the time may soon 
come, even during our own life- 
times, when there may be no 
civilization left to worry about, 
even when we ourselves may not 
be here to witness that catas- 
trophe.”’ 

Bishop Walker was discussing 
with a reporter for The Constitu- 
tion the need for a rebirth into the 
Christian code of ethics and morals, 
a code that owes its origin to the 
noblest concepts of religious belief. 
The interview took place in the 
study of Bishop Walker’s home at 
108 Seventeenth street, N. E. This 
home, reminiscent somewhat of the 
atmosphere of the old south, sits 
on a high knoll, with a terraced 
yard dominated by ancient trees 
that clutch up grandly at the sky. 
In tone with this congenial climate 
of thought and feeling, the re- 
porter noticed at once that the 
most conspicuous picture on the 
walls of this study was a steel en- 
graving which portrayed Jefferson 
Davis surrounded by Lee and his 
generals. 

PRIMEVAL FORCES 

“Discussion of this question at 
this particular time is highly ap- 
propriate,” he said. “The atomic 
bomb reveals to us that the 
primeval forces of nature are now 
at the disposal of man. Depending 
solely upon the nature of man him- 
self, these forces may become 
either good or evil. If man gets 
control of himself and bases his 


conduct upon a moral and ethical | 


code derived fr6m the _ eternal 
principles of truth and justice, such 
principles as spring naturally out 
of a genuine religious faith, then 
those forces now released may be- 
come instruments of great good. 
But if man fails to get control of 
himself, fails to revitalize his code 
of ethics and morals, fails to find 
the path back to God, then those 
forces may soon lead us into an- 
other age of barbarism. 

“More so than ever before since 
the brumal dawn of recorded his- 
tory, we are now faced with a 
critical decision. We must make a 
choice between goed and evil: The 
atomic bomb, with all its stagger- 
ing implications, give us no other 
option.” 

Bishop Walker spoke calmly but 
firmly. ‘The expression on his 
ascetic but scholarly face indicated 
the depth of his feeling. During 
the interview he sometimes stood 
up and then paced his study, stop- 
ping at times to look for some book 
on the shelves of his library. 


EMOTION/ L RULE 


“One of the most dangerous 
signs of our times,” he continued, 


“is the way many people allow. 


their emotions to rule them, That 
lack of discipline—spiritual, moral 
and ethical—is plainly apparent in 
all sorts of vagaries of thought. 
And this phenomenon is by no 
means confined to ignorant people. 
Il often find it among people who 
consider themselves highly edu- 
cated. It’s one of the devastating 
signs of our times. 


“Now, the fact is that if a per- 
son doesn’t bring his thinking into 
subjection to some sort of moral 
and ethical code it isn’t thinking 
any longer. It rates as something 
else, I call it sub-thinkiny. Yet 
many people who call themselves 
intelligent make a practice of in- 
dulging in it. 

“It is this sort of sub-thinking 
which causes people to try to ra- 
tionalize and thus justify their own 
conduct, conduct which is often 
indefensible under the code of 
ethics and morals which they have 
inherited, Acting on emotional im- 
pulses, they do things which their 
consciences reject, and then in 
order to justify themselves to 
themselves they begin to rational- 
ize about it.” 

As an instance of this type of 


'sub-thinking, the bishop mentioned 
‘the case of people who 


believe 
it’s all wrong for our enemies in 
war to use poison gas on us but 
who think that it’s all right for us 


to use poison gas on them, 


OMINOUS SIGN 

“It is an ominous sign of our 
times,” the bishop commented, 
“that many people who ought to 
know better, people nurtured in a 
fine Christian heritage, seem to 
think that way about a lot of 
things. They don’t seem to realize 


that that sort of civilization is onlyy 


skin-deep, that such a type of 
thinking is in reality a throw-back 
to barbarism. They are people 
who have fallen away almost com- 
pletely from our ancient code of 
Christian ethics and morals.” 

Our modern age, the bishop be- 
lieves, has likewise another type 
of people, those who indulge in 
some form of idolatry, people who 
learn to worship money, power, so- 
cial position, people who seem 
proud to be taken in by a great 
name or by great learning. 

“Such people are impervious to 
the Christian influence, no matter 
how much church allegiance they 
claim,” Bishop Walker remarked. 
“They give lip-service, without al- 
legiance, to God while they are 
really worshiping the idols of their 
choice. In general, they are peo- 
ple who bow the knee to intellect, 
but care little, or nothing, for the 
things of the spirit.” 

The bishop stopped for a moment 
and thought in silence. Then he 
continued: 

“I’ve often heard it said that ed- 
ucation is the panacea for our 
modern ills. And if you let me 
define what education means then 
I'll agree to that. But education 
means more, much more, than 
merely training the mind. And, 

| unfortunately, too many people ac- 


This is the third of a series of | cept the thesis that education con- 


'sists primarily in the training of 


the mind.” 


Bishop Walker looked quizzical- 
ly at the reporter. 


“Did you ever stop to realize,” 
he asked, “that the elite of the 
Nazi crowd were men of great in- 
tellect? And you can see for your- 
self what their intellect, the fruit 
of an education that merely trained 
the mind, brought them to.” 

This train of thought led the 
bishop to another. 

“I’ve heard it said,” he con- 
tinued, “that the decline in classi- 
cal education led to the failure of 
the Versailles Treaty and that fail- 
ure, as.we now know, brought on 
the present world war, the most 
devastating in all history. I think 
there may be something to that 
theory. For classical education 
placed a proper stress upon stand- 
ards of ethics and morals and that 
sort of education was widespread 
until comparatively recent years. 

“The founding fathers of our re- 
public, for instance, were men 
schooled and skilled in the Chris- 
tian code of ethics and morals. 
They made it the base of their con- 
duct, public and private. That is 
why so much of what they did has 
maintained a permanent value. 
They and those that followed them 
built up a great moral and spiritual 
reserve for our country. One of 
the troubles with us now is that 
our generation has freely drawn 
on that reserve and has failed to! 
put anything back into it. That 
moral and spiritual reserve is now 
getting dangerously low and we 
must do something to replenish it. 
It’s like drawing down a bank ac- 
ceunt without ever making any 
deposits. “ 
PARADOXICAL WEAKNESS 


“The Christian religion has an 
element that represents both great 
weakness and great strength: its 
ideas and ideals have become so 
commonplace, so universally ac- 
cepted, that people adopt them 
without ever stopping to consider 
the source. Like the words of 
Hamlet, the ideas and the ideals’ 
of the Christian religion have be- 
come the common heritage of man- 
kind. What we must do now is to 
revitalize our religion by causing 
people to realize the strength of 
its ideas and the power of its 
ideals.” 

As an illustration of what he 
meant, the bishop mentioned a cus-| 
tom in some Asiatic countries of, 
putting incurable lepers in a pit. 
and then burning them to death. | 

“It’s taken for granted here that | 
such an incident could not hap- 
pen,” he said. “But the reason 
why it couldn’t happen is the uni- 
versal acceptance of certain teach- 
ings of the Christian religion. And’ 
many people who take it for 
granted have forgotten the reason 
for it.” 

In order to cope adeqyately 
with the socio-moral oaineees 
which have undermined the tradi- 
tional code of ethics and morals, 
Bishop Walker believes that there 
is need for something more than 
ethics and morals, 


POSITIVE BELIEF 

“We must revitalize our belief in 
Christianity,” he said, emphatical- 
ly. “We must have positive be- 
lief in Christianity and in the 
eternal values of its creed. For 
by placing greater stress upon the 
spiritual values of Christianity, we 
can then reform the Christian code |

weapon for truth and justice to 
all mankind.” 


It is Bishop Walker’s idea that 
the very concept of religion itself 
And on 
this point he quoted the definition 
that Von -Harnack, the \German 
ecclesiastical historian, gave to re- 
ligion—“eternal life in the midst 
of time by the strength and under 
the eyes of God.” 

“When a person loses the sense 
of the eternal,” he said, “the sense 
of the material tends to drown him 
out. That’s why I say that morals 
of themselves are no effective 
standard. We need 
more than that. We need a re- 
birth into the eternal, into some- 
thing that fulfills the categorical 
imperative?” 

And how to obtain all this? 

This is the bishop’s answer, as 
simple and as straightforward as 
the man himself: 

“Let us get back to the simple 
and more direct ways of prayer, 
ways that indicate a greater loyal- 
ty to God Himself.” 

CHURCH ATTENDANCE 
To further this movement, 


Bishop Walker believes that ear-) 


nest and faithful church attend- 
ance would be a good thing. That, 
he believes, places a great respon- 


sibility upon the ministers of the! 


churches, but, if they have the in- 
spiration of God within them, they 
can face that responsibility. 

“We face grave problems,” he 
continued, “but if we put our trust 
in God and in the Christian prin- 
ciples that emanate from Him, then 
we need have no fear.” 


As the interview drew to a close, 


the conversation drifted back to 
the atomic bomb and the forces of 
nature that it represents.

Bishop Walker, a brother of 
Roosevelt Walker, professor of 
English at the University of Geor- 
gia, married Miss Julia Benedict, 
of Athens.

_Mrs. Blake T. Newton, who is now

Fifty-six combatant ships are 
included in the Navy cutback, 
which War Mobilizer John W. 
Snyder attributed to a review of 
what was required to whip Japan. 
There was no forma! announce- 
ment of the Army program, but 
Snyder made it clear that the real 
V-J deluge of cutbacks was yet to 
come. 

The combatant vessels include 
the 45,000-ton battleship Illinois 
at Philadelphia, the 27,100-ton 
carriers Reprisal at New York 
and Iwo Jima .at Newport News, 
Va., and 10 heavy cruisers.

Peace Terms 
To Free Many 
U. S. Prisoners 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.—() 
Surrender of Japan woulad mean 
liberation for approximately 16,- 
700 Americans presently interned 
in the home islands or enemy-oc- 
cupied territory, a check of War, 
Navy and State Department rec- 
ords disclosed today. 

These and internees of other 
Allied Nations would be trans- 
ported by the Japanese govern- 
ment to “places of safety, as di- 
rected, where they can quickly 
be placed aboard Allied trans- 
ports,” under terms of today’s 
four-power reply to the Jap sur- 
render proposal. 

American figures on interned 
nationals are incomplete because 
it has been impossible for Inter- 
national Red Cross or neutral 
power representatives to visit 
some Japanese-occupied areas the 
State Department said. 

Japan presently has 13,330 
American war _  prisoners—9,605 
from the Army; 2,036 from the 
Navy, and 1,689 from the Marine 
Corps—according to latest fig- 
ures. 

American civilian internees in 
Jap-held territory total 3,339, but 
only 176 of these are in Japan 
proper, the State Department 
said. Approximately 1,200 of the 
total are in Japanese-held parts of 
China, most of them around 
Shanghai. 

Among the 3,339 are 689 wom- 
en, according to War Department 
statistics. : 

The War Department said most 
U. S. Arnay prisoners are held in 
the home islands. Most of the 
176 American civilians presently 
in Japan were construction work- 
ers on Guam and Wake islands 
at the time of their capture by 
the Japanese early in the war. 

For some unknown reason, the 
Japanese government never has 
permitted repatriation of the 
Guam and Wake groups, the State 
Department said.

“The emperor will be required to authorize and ensure the sig- 
nature by the government of Japan and the Japanese imperial 
general headquarters of the surrender terms necessary to carry 
out the provisions of the Potsdam declaration, and shall issue his 
commands to all the Japanese military, naval and air authorities 
and to all of the forces under their control wherever located to 
cease active operations and to surrender their arms, and to issue

Japs May 
Get Hand in 


Government 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 11—(/)— 
If Japan surrenders, the Allies 
may force revision of the Japa- 
nese constitution to give the peo- 
ple an immediate voice in gov- 
ernment. 


This development today is one 
of the likely key points in a long- 
planned campaign to bring democ- 
racy to the Japanese. The cam- 
paign would be launched as soon 
as Allied forces occupy the is- 
lands. 


Built around the pledges of the 
Potsdam surrender ultimatum, an 
intensive drive would be carried 
on to prepare the Japanese for 
something they never have done 
before in their history—determine 
for themselves their own form of 
government, 


Today's Allied proposal of terms 
upon which a Japanese surrender 
would be accepted specified that 
in accordance with the Potsdam 
declaration the ultimate form of 
government in the nation shall 
“be established by the freely ex- 
pressed will of the Japanese peo- 
ple.” 


Government officials here say 
that to accomplish these objec- 
tives the Japanese will have to be 
educated from the ground up. 


These officials cautioned against 
holding an election too early. They 
say a plebiscite need not neces- 
sarily be linked to occupation, 
since the Allies could supervise an 
election even after external con- 
trol over Japan is substituted for 
the direct controls represented by 
troops. 

In the meantime, however, the 
supreme Allied commander who 
actually directs the government 
through the emperor under the 
Big Four’s terms will be in a posi- 
tion to force immediate constitu- 
tional changes. 


Japan’s constitution was handed 
down to the people by the em- 
peror in 1890. It can’t be changed 
except by the emperor. The em- 
peror carefully kept most of the 
power for himself. 


For instance, whenever the 
house of representatives of the 
diet disagrees with the cabinet, 
the emperor can dissolve the leg- 
islative body. If the house fails 
to pass the budget his cabinet de- 
mands, the previous year’s budget 
goes into effect with any additions 
upon which the ministers may de- 
cide. 


One of the first moves of the 
Allies may be to force Hirohito 
—or his son Akihito, if he gsuc- 
ceeds to the throne—to turn the 
purse strings over to the lower 
house. This house’s members are 
elected on a fairly representative 
basis by the males of Japan who 
have had universal suffrage since 
1928,

allowed to rule under Allied supervision, he will be the best and 
most powerful way of communicating with the Japanese people 
that the Allies could want,” said Miss Emma Eve Gardner, mission- 
ary to Japan for 19 years. 

In her studio at 1161 Peachtree

He 
begged and pleaded with them to 
stop the war with China in 1937 
and he was very much against the 
Signing of the Axis agreement.

Georgia Is Ready 
To Educate Veterans 


Georgia is ready to give return- 
ing war veterans a wide range of 
educational training to equip 
themselves for postwar jobs in all 
trades and pursue professional ca- 
reers, according -to the state agri- 
cultural and industrial develop- 
ment board. 

The board has issued a bulletin 
showing 45 universities, colleges, 
and junior colleges in Georgia des- 
ignated by the veterans’ education 
council as institutions with ap- 
proved training programs for 
white veterans. In addition there 
are 36 special institutions approv- 
ed by the council, consisting of 
private business colleges, schools 
of pharmacy, vocational trade 
schools, flying schools, schools for 
morticians, beauty culture and 

ools. The council also 
has approved certain elementary 
and high schools in the state for 
general training. 

‘Copies of this bulletin are being 
placed in all separation centers. 
Special programs are provided 
for veterans who wish to work 
part-time while going to school.

Civilians not only will find more 
of almost everything available to 
buy, but they will have less trou- 
ble in buying what they want. 

There will be, for example, few- 
er trips to the ration board for 
a new tire, and extra gasoline cou- 
pons. 

Here is the rationing outlook: 

Gasoline—Rationing will be 
eliminated entirely within a short 
time after the war’s end. 


Tires—Rationing will be elim- 
inated within a matter of months. 

Shoes—Rationing to end very 
soon after V-J Day. a 


CARS AND FOOD 


Passenger Cars—Rationing of 
new cars just going into produc- 
tion, might not even begin. In- 
stead‘some system of informal ra- 
tioning might be worked out be- 
tween the government and the in- 
dustry for meeting most/urgent 
needs first. 


Food—Rationing to continue for 
some time, especially meat, since 
military requirements will remain 
high during demobilization. 


Fuel Oil—Rationing to end with- 
in a few weeks, as soon as the 
Navy’s reduced demands are re- 
flected on the over-all supply. 


Stoves—Only oil-burning heat- 
ing and cooking stoves now are ra- 
tioned, and control will be lifted, 
since rationing is hased on the 
shortage of oil, rather than the 
shortage of stoves. 

The price control picture: 

Some controls may be continued 
for at least six months, possibly 
a year or more. In the meantime, 
there will be a gradual lifting of 
restrictions. The OPA already has 
worked out a program for the re 
moval of price control over many 
items which have little effect on 
the cost of living. The plan is to 
lift other controls as rapidly as 
the supply of a particular item 
becomes large enough to meet the 
consumer demand. 

Travel restrictions: 

The easing of travel restrictions 
depends largely upon the Army’s 
demobilization plan. Sports—pro- 
fessional and amateur—may be 
one of the first to benefit since 
these travel curtailments are on, a 
purely voluntary basis. Since 
military demands are certain to 
remain heavy for many months, 
some travel curbs appear likely to 
remain. These. include the elim- 
ination of sleeping cars from runs 
450 miles or less. 

Manpower: Selective service 
will stay in business to aid veter- 
ans in getting back the jobs they 
left. How long the drafting of 
men for military service will con- 
tinue has not been settled. This 
decision will be made by the Pres- 
ident, military and congress. 

War Manpower Commission, 
which has recruited millions of 
workers for war jobs, will try 
just as hard through the U, S. 
Employment Serviée to find mil- 
lions ‘of civilian jobs for workers. 

And it won’t be necessary to get 
permission from your draft board 
to change jobs. 


Retrial Brings New 
Death Sentence 


Henry Hayes, a Negro whose 
death sentence on a charge of rob- 
bery by armed force was upheld 
by the state supreme court cnd 
the pardon and parole board, has 
been resentenced by Judge Walter 
C. Hendrix to die in the electric 
chair Aug. 24. 

Hayes was found guilty of tak- 
ing the pocketbook of a white 
woman after severely beating her 
on Pryor road last September, and 
the original death sentence was 
passed several months ago. A new 
trial was granted, and the jury 
again eturned a verdict of guilty. 
The superior court sentence was 
affirmed by the supreme court.

War Agency Workers Say 


- Hihndreds of Atlanta government workers employed by war 
agenties were optimistically telling themselves yesterday that the 
_ imminence of Japanese surrender does not mean the end of their jobs. 


The way they figure it, federal 
controls will continue anywhere 
from months to years after the 
last shot is fired. By the same 
token, they’re convinced that their 
government paychecks will contin- 
ue, too. 

OPA employes smiled pityingly 
when they heard that a group of 
over-enthusiastic peace celebrants 
had torn up their ration books and 
used the pieces for confetti. Ra- 
tioning, they pointed »ut, vill con- 
tinue for a long time to come, at 
least in some fields. 

Although it has been unofficial- 
ly reported that gas rationing will 
end soon, OPA officials here said 
some controls may have to be 
retained because of the acute 
shortage of automobile tires. Shoes 
may come off the rationed list 
soon, they believe, but sugar, 
meats and fats, and processed 
foods will continue to be rationed 
for a long period. 

Even after rationing ends, they 
point out that OPA will have a big 
job controlling prices and fighting 
inflation during the reconversion 
period. 

Comments among Waf Produc- 
_ tion Board employes indicated that 
they foresee a tremendous task 


during the reconversion period, 
and that they have no fears for 
their jobs in the immediate fu- 
ture. As production materials are 
channeled back into the civilian 
market, WPB will continue to 
have a big allocation job until 
a get back to normal, they be- 
eve. 


War Labor Board employes are 
also of the opinion that their big- 
gest job lies ahead. Problems of 
management and labor will be- 
come more acute as industry goes 
back on a peacetime basis, they 
predict, and WLB will be busy 
handling disputes. 


The War Manpower Commission 
is “standing by,” getting ready to 
relocate the thousands of war 
plant workers who probably will 
be out of jobs when wholesale 
cancellation of war contracts gets 
under way. During the reconver- 
sion period, WMC and U. S. Em- 
ployment Service workers believe, 
their job of placing unemployed 
workers will be bigger than ever. 

Even employes of the Office of 
Defense Transportation, which has 
been shrinking In personnel for 
the past six months, take an opti- 
mistic view of their immediate 
future as government workers. 

ODT will have to contro] rail- 
road travel for several more 
months, they believe, at least until] 
wholesale troop movements have 
been completed. And somebody 
must continue to exercise control 
over the allocation of trucks, 
which will remain scarce unti] the 
automotive industry reconverts, 
ODT employes point out. 

The war may be over for every- 
body else—but not for the peo- 
ple with war agency jobs. As far 
as they’re concerned, there will

BIG DIP DUE AS WAR NEARS END 


Social Security System Pays 


Nearly Nine Billions in 10 Years 


By JANE EADS 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.—(/)— 
America’s Social Security system, 
10 year®’ old Tuesday, has paid 
nearly $8,750,000,000 in benefits to 
individuals and families. 

These billions have helped re- 
move fear and insecurity from the 
minds of millions of Americans— 
the aged, the unemployed, the de- 
pendent and the blind. 

And now—as the anniversary 
date rolls around—the Social Se- 
curity Board expects the greatest 
dip into its funds. 

Great numbers of old people 
will want to retire when war pro- 
duction ceases. Housewives and 
handicapped will be laid off. Thou- 
sands will be moving from one job 
to another. Between jobs they’ll 
clatm unemployment compensa- 
tion. 

The Social Security Board esti- 
mates there will be between 3 1-2 
and five million aged persons on 
the benefit rolls by 1960. It 
thinks almost two million widow- 
ed mothers and children may be 
getting monthly benefits. As of 
July 1 this year, 1,285,000 persons 
were drawing old age and surviv- 
ors’ benefits. 

HIGHEST OBJECTIVE 


When President Roosevelt sign- 
ed the Social Security Act on Au- 
gust 14, 1935, he said he placed the 
security of the men, women and 
children of the nation above all 
other American objectives. 

This security, he said, involves 
decent homes to live in, job oppor- 
tunities and “safeguards against 
the major misfortunes of life.” 

The Social Security Act takes 
care of at least part of the last. 
Even many opponents of the New 
Deal consider it one of the most 
important pieces of legislation to 
come out of that administration. 

The approximately 8 3-4 billions 
were divided among the Social Se- 
curity’s three services: 

Old age and survivors 
ance, $750,000,000. 

Unemployment 
$2,218,000,000. - 

Public assistance, $5,779,000,000. 

Here’s the old age and survivors’ 
insurance story: 

It’s the most important of the 
three services to the greatest num- 
ber of people. The people con- 
tribute to the Social Security Fund 
and have a right to its benefits. 
_ It’s not charity. 

FULL CREDIT FOR SOME 


Some have earned full credit be- 
cause they remained in jobs cover- 
ed by the act. Some have built 
up a little credit by working in 
“covered” jobs but then have quit 
work or gone into. “uncovered” 
jobs. 

Workers in “uncovered” jobs get 
no old age insurance no matter 
how long they work in them. 
Neither they nor their bosses pay 
into the fund. 

Uncovered workers are those on 
farms, in professional jobs, in non- 
profit organization such as the Red 
Cross. They are public employes, 
domestics in homes, small busi- 
nessmen. There are about 20 mil- 
lion employes who are not able to 
get benefits. 

Old-age and survivors’ insurance 
is nation-wide and federally oper- 
ated. It takes one per cent of a 
worker’s pay out of his'pay check 
and an equal amount out of em- 
ployers’ pockets. 

Thus, if Bill Smith makes $200 
a month, his boss takes $2 out of 
his pay envelope, matches it with

OLD-AGE PAYMENTS 


To get this insurance, a person | 


must: 

1. Be 65 and have worked in 
jobs covered by the law or be the 
survivor of an insured worker.

3. Have-been employed in cov- 
ered: jobs one half the time since 
the law went into effect. ; 

The most that can be paid on 
one worker’s account is $85 a 
month.

The fund is now paying out an- 
nually $285,000,000. In addition, 
lump sum benefits amounting to 
$91,000,000 have been paid on the 
accounts of 638,000 persons who 
left no survivor immediately en- 
titled to monthly benefits. 

The money for the insurance is 
kept in a trust fund that earns 
interest just as war bonds do. Last 
June there was $6,613,400,000 in 
this trust fund. 

The Social Security Board pre- 
dicts the rolls could be doubled 
easily within a year i: the war 
should end and all the old people 
who are holding jobs because of 
the war should suddenly retire. 

There are about 750,000 eligible 
men and women past 65 who may

In the fission, or breaking down 
of U-235, neutrons are given off.

U-239 emits a beta particle, and 
becomes neptunium, the 93d ele- 
ment.

RETURNING VETS FILLING RANKS . 
OF CITY'S MAN-SHORT POLICE FORCE 


Early alleviation of manpower shortages in the Atlanta 
police department is indicated by the fact that half of the 
36 candidates taking examinations recently for appointment 
to police jobs are discharged war veterans. 


For, months, Police Chief Hornsby has said he has been 
unable to fill various positions in the department, but with 
the return of war veterans, many of whom are winning their 
discharges under the point systems, it is expected that the full 
complement can be reached within the next few months. 


Another advantage is that veterans get five points added to 
their qualifying scores if they meet minimum qualifying 
requirements, and if council approves an ordinance, already 
sanctioned by the personnel board, disabled veterans will get 
10 points added to their scores in the future, if their handi- 
caps are not sufficient to bar them from city employment. 


The new ordinance is slated to go to council at its August

Dr. Woolford B. Baker, profes- | 
sor of biology at Emory Univer- | 
sity, refutes the idea that the 
golden rod is the chief harbinger | 
of the disease. The golden rod, 
he says, “seldom sheds sufficient 
pollen to cause trouble.”

“There was a time,” according | 
to the biology professor, “when a/| 
person could journey to a hay | 
fever resort and remain until the. 
siege in his region was lifted. Un- 
fortunately, however, weeds have 
spread so widely that there are 
few such regions remaining.” | 

The problem in Georgia, he 
Says, becomes one of eradicating 
the causative agents—the weeds. | 

Baker quotes Wodehouse, from 
“Natural History”: | 

“The best prevention of hay 
fever is to leave the land unmo-| 
lested or to cultivate it properly 
and make it pay dividends. Any- 
thing between means weeds, waste 
and hay fever.” 

TON OF PREVENTION 

As means of immediate relief 
for hay fever sufferers, Baker 
suggests the following: 

1. See that all weeds are kept 
from vacant lots, roadsides, fence 
corners, city dumps and railroad 
embankments near towns. 

2. Have pollen surveys made of 
the lecality so as to know what 
pollens are in the air at specific 
dates.

Commodore Clifford G. Richardson, United States Navy, a vet- 


eran of many hard-fought Pacific campaigns, 
with “an impression” that the Japanese are “not too sincere” about 


their worship of the emperor.

In other words, I got the 
impression—a rather strong im- 
pression—from those diaries, that 
the Japs could be influenced the 
other way. A comprehensive re-

INK IN HIS BLOOD 


Grady's Ace 
Drops In on 


Copy Reader 
Constitution 


By STERLING SLAPPEY. 

Menry Grady’s copy reader walked into The Constitution city 
room. He didn’t look his 75 years, but he wasn’t exactly sure of 
himself. Things had changed since 1889, when he was a reporter, 
@ typesetter, a linotype operator, feature writer and Grady’s favorite. 
The elderly man didn’t see a single familiar face. 


‘John M. Cooney, now a Griffin 
insurance man, is proof of what 
some people say, “Once a news- 
paperman, always one,” and when 
he came into the city room the 
first thing he sald was, “Now I 
feel like I’m back home again.” 

In July, 1889, young Cooney got 
a job as a typesetter for The Con- 
stitution, and because he was the 
youngest worker he had to carry 
buckets of artesian “water from an 
old hydrant on Forsyth street to 
the fifth floor composing room. 
Not particularly enjoying his job 
as water boy and typesetter, he 
was selected to read proofs on all 
of Henry Grady’s speeches and 
editorials. 

CLOSE FRIENDS 

During the fall months before 
Grady’s death, Cooney and the fa- 
mous editor became close friends. 


“Grady was a small fellow, but 
built solid like the way he wrote. 
I never saw him without a smile,” | 
Cooney said as the memory of the 
south’s most famous newspaper- | 
man seemed to settle him further | 
in the present day atmosphere of. 
a newspaper shop. 

“Grady knew everybody and 
about once a week he’d come 
around to every department just 
to say hello and be friendly. He 
spent a lot of time out of town 
during his last year, making 
speeches and boosting the south. 
We always ran his entire speech 
the next morning. He never signed 
a story but we always put his ‘by 
line’ at the top. His writing and 
speaking style were the same— 
free-flowing and colorful. You 
couldn’t mistake a piece of Gra- 
dy’s writing,” he continued. 

Those days before the turn of 
the century produced three famous 
names on The Constitution—Henry 
Grady, Joel Chanler Harris and 
Frank L. Stanton. Another con- 


tributor to The Constitution was 
John Temple Graves, of Rome. 
Graves and Stanton, who lived in| 
Augusta, were contributors and 
did not work in Atlanta. 
FEATURE WRITER 

After Grady’s death young 
Cooney was transferred to the city | 
room as a feature writer and as- 
sistant to Ed Bruffey, who was, 


the top reporter and feature edi-| where his career had started and | 
tor.

Cooney made the rounds as hotel | 
reporter and on general assign-| 
ment. His city editor was tempes-. 
tuous J. K. “Jake” Ohl. | 

When the first linotype ma- | 
ehines arrived in 1891, Cooney was 


mystified by the intricate and 
myriad parts Of the machine. Noth- 
ing would suit him but to learn to 
be an operator. He tried to get a 
transfer from the city room back 
to the composing room and met 
with a flat refusal from Harris, 
Ohl and Evan '\P. Howell, grand- 
father of Clark Howell, president 
and publisher of The Constitution. 

Cooney could never be satisfied 
again until he learned to operate 
a linotype machine, so he resigned 
from The Constitution and took a 
job with the machine manufactur- 
ers and the inventor, Ottmar Mer- 
genthaler. He traveled about the 
United States after he mastered 
the operation of a linotype, as a 
mechanic and installer. 


NEWS IN BLOOD 

But his city room blood returned 
and overpowered the love of the 
linotype, so back to newspapering 
he went. His first job was with 
the old Tacoma (Wash.) Ledger. 
He later became editor and pub- 
lisher of the Port Lavaca, Tex.., 
weekly and then to the position of 
publisher-of the Progressive 
Thinker, a weekly magazine of 
thé-National Spiritualist Associa- 
tion. 

His |newspapering' was dropped 
again’ and Cooney worked for a 
player piano company until radio 
blasted that business. The print- 
er’s ink began to boil again and 
he took a job with the now dis- 
continued Chicago Journal, where 
he “did a little bit of everything” 
in the editorial department. 

When the Journal] ceased pub- 
lication, Cooney was over 55 years 
old and could not get a job in 
Chicago because of his age. Stick- 
ing in the writing game, Cooney 
worked for a few months on the 
old Woman’s World Magazine be- 
fore it too dropped out of sight 
in the magazine and newspaper 
graveyard. 


READY FOR SOUTH 

“By then,” Cooney said, “I was 
ready to come back south. I was 
born in New Orleans and never 
got the south out of my blood. 
Kinda like the newspaper busi- 
ness.” He came back to Georgia,

To the farmers in Burke county, 
the largest cotton producing sec- 
tion in the state, the possibilities 
of this $4,800 machine are no less 
revolutionary in-implication than 
the atomic bomb. 

The biggest problem to these 
cotton growers, according to Frank 
W. Darracott, coowner ofthe 
Burke Truck and Tractor Compa- 
ny, has been the picking of their 
cotton. They have been able to 
grow quantities more cotton than 
they could pick. For instance, 
two men are capable of tending 
150 to 200 acres of cotton, but 
the many hands needed to harvest 
this much are out of reach, both 
financially and in terms of scarce 
manpower. 

SAVINGS ARE LARGE 

The cost alone of picking cotton 
by hand runs to approximately 
$150 a day—$15 to $20 per bale. 
Thus the new Cotton Picker, 
whose cost of upkeep and fuel 
oil is negligible, would save the 
farmer $150 a day. 

This new model picker is cap- 
able of picking from eight to ten 
bales of cotton a day, depending 
on the grade of cotton involved. 
A one-man operated machine, it 
works one row at a time, picking 
stalks as high as three or four 
feet. The machine is cranked up 
on gasoline, switching to fuel oil 
when the heat indicator reads 
“hot.” It operates on about 25 or 
30 gallons of fuel oil a day. 

The machinery is fairly easy to 
operate—anyone familiar with a 
tractor can learn to run it with- 
out trouble, according to Darra- 
cott. The most detailed instruc- 
tion to the owner is in the oiling 
of the machine. ' |

Crop Outlook 
For Nation 
Is Better 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.—(4)— 
The third largest general food and 
feed crop in this country’s history 
was forecast for 1945 by the De- 
partment of Agriculture today. 

Corn prospects especially 
showed “marked improvement” 
during July. ~* 

ein on Aug. 1 conditions, the 
total crop output for this year 
now promises to exceed the 1923- 
32 average by 21 percent, but it 
would be 2.5 per cent below rec- 
ord production of 1942 and 1944. 
It would be 4 per cent more than 
the 1943 total however and 8 per 
cent above the aggregate produc- 
tion of any other year. 

RECORD YIELDS : 

Contributing to the third larg- 
est volume of crops ever produced 
in this nation are record yields of 
wheat, oats, peanuts, rice, peaches, 
pecans and commercial _ truck 
crops, near-record crops of hay, 
tobacco, soy beans, sugar cane and 
some fruit crops and large yields 
of potatoes, or sorghum grains and 
flax seed. 

Agriculture officials admittedly 
had been concerned over prospects 
for corn production, needed badly 
for livestock feed and for food 

, and manufacturing plants. 

Favorable weather in July in- 
creased the prospects and on the 
basis of August 1 conditions the 
board forecast a corn crop of 
2.844,478,000 bushels, compared 
with July 1 prediction of 2,685,- 
328,000 and last year’s production 
of 3,.228,361,000. 

ABOVE 10-YEAR MARK 

The largest wheat and oats crops 
on record were forecast—each 45 
per cent above the ten-year aver- 
age. With wheat prospects in- 
creasing 17,500,000 bushels during 
July, the board forecast a crop of 
1.146,283,000 bushels, compared 
with 1,078,647,000 in 1944. 

Oats yield was indicated at 
1,546,032,000 bushels, compared 
with the 1944 yield of 1,166,392,000. 

The Aug. 1 forecast for tobacco 
was 1,934,000,000 pounds, about 2 
per cent more than the July 1 esti- 
mate and second only to the all- 
ae record of 1,950,000,000 pounds 

last year.

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New Crop Trends Outlined 
By Experiment Station Aide 


ALBANY, Ga., Aug. 11.—Development of improved varieties of 
pecans, pears and blueberries, and the immense possibilities of 


sweet potatoes as a money and 


feed crop for Georgia were de- 


scribed here by Otis Woodard, of the Coastal Plains Experiment 


Station in Tifton, when he spoke 
One new development at the ex- 
periment station described by 
Woodward was a new variety of 
pecan known as the Farley nut. 
This pecan, the speaker said, is 
resistant to scab, of good quality 
as the Schley, as dependable as 
Stewart, and a good cracker. It 
was started at Marianna, Fla., and 
is now being propagated in a 
nursery at Thomasville. It has 
one drawback—it matures a week 
later than other pecans, he said. 

Another new development is a 
pear that is blight resistant, of 
good quality, fine for desserts, and 
very prolific. 

As to blueberry culture, so wide- 
ly discussed in connection with 
the Callaway Farm Plan, the ex- 
periment station at Tifton not only 
has the best blueberry variety col- 
lection in the south, Mr. Wood- 
ward declared, but is doing breed- 
ing work in blueberry. They start- 
ed with the Myers and Haygood 
varieties and made crossings that 
have resulted in breeds that are 
as good as those produced in the 
north after 25 years. 

The new Georgia variety of 
blueberry matures early and comes 
in ahead of the northern blueber- 
ries, which is necessary to a prof- 
itable venture. Experiments have 
shown that blueberries are far 
superior as a crop to muscadine 
grapes, which cannot be shipped 
to distant points. Blueberries,

explained how the crop, at present 
so far below what it might be, is 
vastly superior to corn as a feed 
crop because the same land will 
produce so many more sweet po- 
tatoes than corn, provided proper 
—_ methods are carried 
out. é, 

At present, the sweet potato 
crop of Georgia is above 10 mil- 
lion dollars, but the trend is to- 
ward a greater production, the 
speaker said. Experiments have 
shown that Georgia land will pro- 
duce 300 bushels of sweet pota- 
toes to the acre, whereas the ac- 
tual production is about 75 bushels 
to the acre. 

The greatest mistake Georgia 
farmers often make in planting 
sweet potatoes, it was brought out, 
is planting .hem too late. They 
should be planted in early April, 
should be fertilized with more pot- 
ash, and should be planted on the 
ridges rather than the lowlands. 


VETS GET INFO 
ON FARM BUYING 


ATHENS, Ga., Aug. 11.— 
Publication ofa circular, 
“What's This Farm Worth?” to 
guide returning servicemen 
in purchasing farms was an- 
nounced today by the Georgia 
Agricultural Extension serv- 
ice. 

Written by Kenneth Trea-

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9- Year-Old Pine Forest Yields 
Saw Timberin Washington Co.

SANDERSVILLE, Ga., Aug. 11.—One million pine trees have 
been planted on 18,000 acres of land in the northern sector of Wash- 
ington county by James C. Archer. The seedlings include sash and 
loblolly pine, and 200,000 have been planted each year for the past 


five years. 

A crew of woodsmen, under su- 
pervision of W. H. Thomason, for- 
estry expert, are now engaged in 


thinning out old trees to make 
room for smaller standing tim- 
ber. Thomason said that crooked 
and diseased trees were being re 
moved and when the task has 
been completed it would be one 
of the finest cultivated forests in 
the south. The larger trees, or 
sawmill size, are being cut out and 
sent to the sawmill, while the 
smaller trees are shipped to pulp 
mills. 

Mr. Archer said that he planned 
to cut each year a certain amount 
of timber, leaving sufficient room 
for the smaller trees to reach ma 
turity. On the vast forest pre 
serve are many thousands of long- 
leaf pine that were set out five 
years ago. These are of slow 
growth, but a survey today re- 
vealed that they were growing 
faster than expected. These were 


CHANNING COPE SAYS 


This column recently advertised 
the startling fact that a Georgia 
woman -wanted to buy a bare, 
eroded gully. Quite a number of 
people have expressed an interest 
in the outcome of this unusual 
situation. For it is unusual for 
a person to be so civic-minded as 
to be willing to go to the length 
of converting a gully into some- 
thing useful. It isn’t that she at- 
tached any value to a gully, intrin- 
sically. She knows that gullies 
are worthless as they stand. She 
knows, too, that they are silent 
monuments to failure of the land- 
owner’ to take care of his soil. 
She is aware that it will take sev- 
eral years of intelligent work and 
the expenditure of labor and 
money before the gully can be 
brevght back into usefulness. 
Even then, its value will be lim- 
ited. This patriotic woman says 
in effect, “I want to do my part 
in restoring my state of Georgia 
and, therefore, I am even willing 
to take over a gully.” 

I believe that we have here a 
challenge to all of us landowners 
to be as patriotic as she is. If 
she is willing to buy some of our 
sorry land and make it over into 
productive land, you and I should 
certainly be willing to make over 
some of our own gullies. But 
the greater challenge is this: We 
landowners must not take advan- 
tage of the unselfish spirit of 
this woman and others like her. 
To all such, and to the returning 
veteran in particular, we must 
make land available at the least 
possible cost. 

This is no time for us land-

owners to shatter the hopes of the 
returning fighter by taking advan- 
tage of his homesickness for the 
soil and his desire to return to it 
and to work with it. We should 
show our appreciation for his con. 
tribution to us. The lands we are 
willing to sell are not our best 
lands, and it will take from 20 
to 50 dollars an acre to make 
something of them. These lands 
have been making a living for us 
for a long time. They are tired 
and worn. There isn’t much value 
left in them. They are worth from 
three to $15 an acre. An exam- 
ination of the tax books will show 
this to be true. 


One other aspect of this prob- 
lem ought to be considered. If 
we sell land to a veteran we 
should see that he gets a “round- 
ed out” farm. It should include 
trees, some pasture land, perhaps 
some bottom land. And, by all 
means he needs a good well. These 
are merely suggestions. 


I can think of nothing worse 
for you and for me to have on our 
consciences than the knowledge 
that we have taken advantage of 
hopeful, struggling, soil hungry 
families and have unloaded upon 
them leaking houses and barren 
fields at prices we pretend to be 
fair, but know are exorbitant. 

On the other hand, there will be 
great pleasure in treating these 
folks right: by welcoming them, 
regarding them as returned sons 
and. daughters, and by seeing to 
it that they have every oppor- 
tunity to work out a happy and 
useful life. 


planted in rows, the same as a 
crop of corn, but much wider 
spaced. The plow is kept out of 
the growing timber until the fine- 
like fibre roots have attained a, 
firm grip on the soil and the tap 
root has gone deep. 


In order to prevent fires from 
ruining his trees, Mr. Archer has 
his own fire department with 
daily patrols over the forest to see 
that trespassers do not leave fires. 
The forest preserve is closed to 
huntsmen although many wild 
deer, turkeys and other game 
abound in the region. In addition 
to the wild game, Mr. Archer has 
built two large fish ponds which 
abound in trout, bream and other 
species. 

When asked to explain how his 
fire department functioned, Mr. 
Archer said: : 

“I purchased a huge bulldoze 
that we use to keep fire lanes 
spaced throughout the forest. This 
prevents fires from spreadiriz. 
Fire wardens have been provided 
with trucks and portable fire ex- 
tinguishers and we hope to extin- 
guish fires before they gain much 
headway. Fortunately we have 
had no fires since we installed our 
own fire fighting equipment.” 


Washington county, the largest 
shipper of lumber in Georgia, has 
no county-wide protection or pa- 
trol, although many timbermen 
have asked county authorities to 
join the state and federal govern- 
ment to provide this protection to 
forests. There are many other 
forests that have been planted in 
the county in order to provide an 
adequate supply of timbér when 
the present sawmill-size trees 
have been removed.

FIRE HAZARDS CITED 
Condition of Schools 
Perils Health, Board Says 


Declaring the health and lives of thousands of Georgia school 
children are endangered by unsafe school buildings and dilapidated 
school busses, the state agricultural and industrial board says nearly 


half of the white schools and practically all of the Negro schools are 


at present unfit for school use. 


The board’s educational panel 
yesterday reported that Georgia 
needs 6,000 classrooms, 1,000 lunch- 
rooms, and 1,200 libraries to meet 
present requirements. This state 
spends on school plants an average 
of $101 per pupil, as compared 
with the national average of $371. 

The panel said that by 1946 the 
schools probably will need 2,000 


of the Negro schools still use sur- 
face toilets. Most white and col- 
ored toilets are in need of repair. 
MANY OVERCROWDED 


Overcrowded conditions exist in 
2,500 white and 3,000 Negro class- 
rooms, the committee: continued. 
Most schools are inadequately 
lighted. The buildings are not cen- 
trally located according to popula-

FIRE DANGER 


More than one-half of the school 
buildings need repairs, the com- 
mittee said. More than 50 per cent 
of the schoo! buildings fail to pro- 
vide appropriate rooms and other 
building facilities to carry on a 
good school program, The average 
school is peppered with fire haz- 
ards, and a large percentage of 
them offers little means of escape 
from fires. 


“Present equipment is incapable 
of heating the buildings adequate- 
ly in 43- per cent of the white 
schools and in 60 per cent of the 
Negro schools,” the committee re- 
ported. “Repairs are needed on} 
65 per cent of the heating plants 
(including stoves) in the white 
schools and on 85 per cent of the 
Negro schools.” 


Forty-four per cent of the white 
schools and 82 per cent of the Ne- 
gro schools are using drinking wa- 
ter that has not been tested for 
purity. A dipper or cup for the 
common use of pupils was found 
in 32 per cent of the white and 74 
per cent of the Negro schools. Five 
per cent of the white and eight per 
cent of the colored schools have no 
toilet facilities. Thirty-five per cent 


In its report on transportation 
facilities, the panel said: 

“Some of the equipment in use 
is not only makeshift, but also 
hazardous to the safety and the 
health of school. children; drivers 
in some instances have been in- 
competent or criminally careless; 
routes have been duplicated be- 
cause of competition among the 
school districts; scheduling and 
routing practices often have 
placed unnecessary strains upon 
the health and e convenience 
of passengers, and costs for equip- 
ment and supplies sometimes have 
been excessive as compared 
with the services rendered, and 
as contrasted with cost practices 
in comparable states.” 

The panel said the state could 
purchase the 2:000 needed buses 
at a savings of $500,000 if they 
were bought under a central pur- 
chasing or contract pricing.

To help correct these condi- 
tions, the panel suggested legisla- 
tion fixing rules and regulations 
to govern the planning and con-

Georgia will be well able to fur- 
nish either jobs or money for her 
returning soldiers or displaced war 
workers who are unable to find 
work, State Labor Commissioner 
Ben T. Huiet has announced. 


Thirty-six offices are in opera- 
tion throughout Georgia, and will 
be adequately staffed with person- 
nel to handle claims and try to 
find jobs for all who come, Huiet 
said. 

The state has a big bankroll 
ready to take care of those pro- 
tected workers who are unable 
to find jobs, and the federal gov- 
ernment is pgeviding bonuses for 
the homecoming servicemen, Huiet 
reported. 

The labor commissioner antict- 
pates that 40,000 Georgians will 
be unemployed within three 
months after the war ends. The 
state is ready to pay these men 
and women (if they were in indus- 
tries which contributed to the un- 
employment fund» $18 a week for 
16 weeks—or a total of $720,000. 
Huiet believes the jobless figure 
will reach 80,000 in the first six 
months after the war. 

On deposit to take care of the 
unemployment compensation pay- 
ments is a grand total of $79,642.- 
059, Huiet sdid yesterday. This 
huge total was built up during 
wartime when contributions of 
business firms increased, and there 
was little call for jobless com- 
pensation since most people were 
employed. 

Huiet said there are 475,000 
workers in the state today who 
are working in “protected” indus- 
tries—those industries which con- 
tribute to the unemployment fund. 
He said there is a potential list 
of 800,000 claimants, including 
those persons who worked a short 
time in “protected” jobs. 

The employment offices, oper- 
ated by the United States Em- 
ployment Service and the state la- 
bor department, will distribute the 
bonus checks to the soldiers. These 
checks will amount to $20 a week 
and will run for a maximum of 
52 weeks. 

Jobless persons may register for 
work and file claims at their near- 
est employment offices. The of- 
fices are located in the following

SALLY FORTH Says: 
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Attractive Booklets Recall 
Capital City Club's History|, 


Attractive booklets bound in green paper and containing the 
mames. of the officers, members, the constitution, and the rules 
governing the Capital City Club, ‘are fresh off the press, and are 
of decided interest in Atlanta, where the club has played such an 
important role in the social life. The popular rendezvous was 
organized on April 16, 1883. Mrs. Hugh Foreman’s father, the late 
Harry C. Stockdell, who was the first president, applied for the 
charter in the spring term of the Fulton supreme court on May 21, 
1883, the incorporation reading as follows: “Upon hearing the fore- 
going petition, and it appearing to the court that the law made and 
provided in such cases has been complied with, it is ordered and 
adjudged by the court that the said H. C. Stockdell, A. E. Thornton, 
H. C. Glenn and others are hereby incorporated under the name 
of ‘The Capital City Club,’ with the power and privileges prayed 
' for in their petition, to remain for twenty years unless sooner 

revoked by law.” 

The late Maj. Livingston Mims was president of the club for 
19 years, having held that title when President Grover Cleveland 
brought his beautiful bride to Atlanta. The Clevelands were enter- 
tained at a brilliant ball given at the club, which then occupied 
the site wher@ Davison’s department store stands today. As Mrs. 
Charles A. Sisson recalls the important event, Mrs. Cleveland wore 
@ green velvet gown trimmed with gold, and Mrs. Mims, the lovely 
wife of Maj. Mims, was the official hostess. Just before William 
H. Taft was inaugurated president of the United States, he was 
honored at a reception given at the club, while the late Dr. W. S. 
Elkin was president. The grand march was led by the president- 
_ elect and the late Mrs. Elkin. Other U. S. presidents entertained 
there were Benjamin Harrison, Chester A’ Arthur and William 
McKinley. The first and only president of the Confederacy, Jeffer- 
son Davis, was also entertained at the hospitable club. , 

When the late John W. Grant held the presidency, the new 
club building at the corner of Harris and Peachtree had its formal 
opening in 1911, with lovely Mrs. Grant as the official hostess. 
The late Thornton Marye was the supervising architect of the new 
building. When Mr. and Mrs. Grant’s elder daughter, Margaret, 
came home from St. Timothy’s school in Catonsville, Md., her par- 
ents entertained at the first private dance given within its walls. 
Margaret afterward married Richard Wilmer, of Washington, D. C. 

Purchase of the property at Brookhaven for a country club site 
was made during the regime of Robert F. Maddox as president. 
This tract of land was then a real estate development of sorts, 
which boasted of a small clubhouse, a small lake, and a nine-hole 
golf course. The clubhouse gave way to the white frame structure 
which preceded the present handsome building, and the golf course 
was enlarged to 18 holes. . 

It was during the presidency of Clark Hewell that the club 
added the modernistic Mirador Room, with its celebrated Mena- 
boni paintings, which has proved the daily gathering place for 
smart society. This year marks the 34th anniversary of the asso- 
ciation with the club of the genial manager, W. P. Timmie. 

John O. Chiles is the popular president of the club now, with 
Robert H. White Jr. as vice president, and Henry W. Grady as sec- 
retary and treasurer. So many celebrities have crossed its portals 
that the story would be far too long to mention them. The club’s 
annual New Year’s Eve balls have continued throughout the 62 
years of its existence, and have ranked among the traditional social 
events of the year.

prevent juvenile delinquency 
through juvenile protection. 
These plans are contained in a 
booklet, “Juvenile Guidance —A 
Plan for Action,” which is a na- 
tional congress publication. Mrs 
T. M. Bumgardner, St. Simon Is- 
land, Ga., state chairman of the 
committee on juvenile protection, 
asks all local parent-teacher asso- 
ciations to use this publication in 
their study groups this fall. She 
says: “Facing what is called ‘pub- 
lic problem number one,’ juvenile 
delinquency results from failure 


dren and youth—the needs for se- 
curity and for an opportunity for 
proper growth and achievement.” 

In attacking the problem, the 
booklet lists a number of factors 
contributing to child delinquency. 
Among them are disruption of 
homes, when both parents work, 
along with inadequate care of chil- 
dren whose parents work; lack of 
family recreation; parents’ lack of 
understanding, affection, apprecia- 
tion and feeling of responsibility; 
too few well-trained teachers:

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Congressional Action Needed 


One of Thurman Arneld’s trenchant 
phrases aptly fits our greatest domestic 
problem. 


“A democratic form of government,” 
he said, “never considers any problem, 
especially its greatest ones, until face to 
face with it.” 


Five million munitions workers will 
be out of work within two months. Mil- 
lions more will be dropped from other 
war plants in the same period of time. 


Ten million unemployed is set as the 
possibility, and probability, by Christmas 
day. | 


Yet, congress recently adjourned until 
October 8 without taking up what Senator 
Alben Barkley, majority leader, describes 
as “the human side of reconversion,” prob- 
lems immediate and urgent which cannot 
long be delayed. 


It is asad commentary on congress that 
not until the final day before recess did 
the members awake to the acuteness of 
the problem; not until the final evening 
did members get on their feet to point 
out the dangers to the social fabric of 
this nation from large and precipitate un- 
employment. 


Having pointed out the dangers, the 
members adjourned. 


There will be great unemployment and 
great discontent and bitterness. There 
will be strife in the larger industrial cen- 
ters. There will be political discontent 
and a drift to the political left in those 
centers. Detroit, with some 50,000 un- 
employed, already has cast that sort of 
shadow across the municipal politics of 
that city. 


Much of this could have been avoided 
by planning and preparing. 


But, as Thurmond Arnold says, a de- 
mocracy stubbornly refuses to face a prob- 
lem or a fact until face to face with it. 


It will not soothe the disturbed feel- 
ings of the people to point out that only 
bureaucracy seems to have made a plan 
and acted on it. 


The WMC has a blueprint for relax- 
ation of manpower controls. 


The OPA is ready to end gas and fuel 
oil rationing, to ease tire rationing, to 
drop shoe rationing at the earliest pos- 
sible date. 


The WLB is set to ease wage restric- 
tions. 


The WPB has already started author- 
izing reconversion, is ready to open the 
floodgates once peace is an actuality. 


And the ODT plans to relax some 
transportation controls, though the extent 
of this will naturally depend on troop 
movements. 


The lag in reconversion plans, in short, 
is confined almost entirely to the legis- 
Jative side. That’s why The Constitution 
rejoices at congress’ decision, announced 


late yesterday, to cut short its vacation 


and reconvene shortly after Labor Day. 
We only wish it had set an earlier date. 


There will be a certain amount of dis- 
content and political revolt. We want as 
little as possible. This problem is one 
with which we already are face to face. 
Let us not wait until it kicks us in the 
shinbones, demanding attention. 


Rattlers Wiggle Until Sundown 


Many Americans agreed with one of 
Shakespeare's lines: “Defer no time; delays 
have dangerous ends.” 


Thev, remembering Pearl Harbor, 


feared a wily Japanese trick. 


But the odds were the Japanese, de- 
feated on land and sea; their fleet de- 
stroyed; their air force ground into futility 
by the jaws of bombing and strafing; their 
Manchurian armies outgeneraled and 
lacking heart, were talking it out, trying 
to find words of acceptance which would 
salvage for them some slight shred of 
sacs. 


There was not much hope. The cold 
words had been that they could keep their 
emperor, but he would be under the full 
command, and must act at the direction 
of the supreme Allied commander. This 
commander, properly, will be an Ameri- 
can, probably MacArthur. Hirohito must 
give orders to all armed forces to surren- 
der and turn in their arms. He must ob- 


tain from the commanders of the army and 
of the navy a written acknowledgment of 
defeat. The creator of puppets, he will 
become one. r 


Some commanders may balk and refuse 
to sign. Still others, without doubt, have 
committed suicide, in the religious tradi- 
tion of the Japanese code. To convince, 
or depose the balky, to get word to the 
harassed retreating Japanese commanders 
of air and army forces in Manchuria was 
no small task. It required time. 


But all knew the end was at hand. 


There is a southern Negro legend that 
a rattlesnake’s tail will wiggle until sun- 
set even though the snake be killed in the 
morning. 

The rattlesnake of Japanese aggression 


had been killed many hours before. The 
tail still wiggles. 


But in the land of the Rising Sun, the 
sun was fast going down. Sunset and the 
last dying effort of the snake are at hand.

War Is a 
Hog-Killing Business 


Certainly we should have used the atomic 
bomb. 
a Indeed, we should have exploded two or 
three more to hasten the Japanese surrender. 

What we persist in doing in this cpuntry is to confuse, or mix, 
war and morality. r 

The two don’t mix. The objectives of war may be, often are, 
decent and fine and right. They were in this war now nearing 
an official end. Indeed, we might say the objectives of every war 
this nation has fought have been those looking toward freedom 
and relief from oppression of peoples. 

But those are the objectives. They are not the war. 

The plain facts are that the purpose of war is to destroy as 
many of the enemy and as much of his resources as possible... 
in the shortest possible time. 

Let us put it plainer. The purpose of war itself is to kill and 
wound and capture as many of the enemy as possible and to de 
stroy as much of his supplies as can be destroyed ... and to do 
it as quickly as possible with the least self-damage permitted in 
the operation. 

It is ugly, terrible, awful, productive of great horror, suffer- 
ing, death, loss of property, ravagement of earth and cities. 

The fact that man will enter such a war, will conduct himself 
with great courage, will rise to tremendous heights of self-sacrifice 
and loyalty, will carry out attacks and deeds on a scale so grand 
and inspiring they become legends to thrill and inspire genera- 
tions to come, does not change the fundamentals. 

The poets and the romanticists have done us 


Alas, the Poets a disservice. Truth of war, such as one may 
read in “The Red Badge of Courage,” or a more modern story, 
“The History of Rome Hanks,” repels us. We hurry back to the 
poets who sing of glory and martial music, never of spattered 
brains, crushed bodies, intestines torn from the body, the buzz of 
blue flies. The few poets who try to tell us of these things go 
unread, their thin volumes appearing on the dusty shelf outside 
the book store beneath the sign, “Any volume on this shelf, 10 
cents.” 

“Don’t show us the pictures of the starved in Dachau,” we 
say. “Show us soldiers with pretty girls. Do not let us look at 
burned bodies, bodies without heads, trunks without legs or arms, 
Permit us to turn aside our heads from these. 

“Let us forget the millions who die in war, the white crosses, 
the unmarked graves across which the trampling feet of war 
have gone. They were sweet to die for us. And brave. But let 
us turn our eyes to the victors. Let us collect money for statues 
and once a year clean them of pigeon dung and the marks of 
children’s pencils and chalk.” 

This have the poets and the writers of romantic stories of 
war done to us. ' 

Man reaches his highest pitch of personal glory in war. 

But war is a hog-killing business. 

The atomic bomb is fully as moral as the shotgun, the spear, 
the ax, the percussion cap rifle, the flintlock rifle, the tommy gun, 
the bow and arrow, the long bow, the slingshot of David, the 
melted pitch the Romans poured off their towered walls on the 
enemy employing scaling ladders, or any other weapon of death. 
Quicker Indeed, the atomic bomb probably is more humane. 

The jowls of our morality quivered not at all when we 
sent 2,000 bombers over to drop explosives. 

But when we sent one bomber with one bomb to do the job 
of 2,000 bombers and many tons of bombs, there arose from some 
the cry that it was not moral. 

Of course it wasn’t. And isn’t. 

War itself isn’t moral. It never pretended to be. 

We attempt to slick war o’er with the pale cast of our ob- 
jectives, which may be noble and very moral indeed. 

But war itself is not moral. 

Even the gentle Robert E. Lee, seeing the grandeur and great- 
ness of man’s courage in the charge at Fredericksburg on De- 
cember 13, 1861, was moved to say, “It is well that war is so ter- 
rible—we would grow too fond of it.” 

In his mind was the gallant picture of the gray line charging, 
the battle flags whipping in the wind, the clashing sound of the 
great Wagnerian symphony of war. ; 

‘It was easy to grow fond of that. 

But when he spoke to Dutch Longstreet he was looking at the 
smashed skulls, the disembowled men, the headless men, the 
ghastly shattered dead. He was hearing the moans of the dying, 
the delirious cry of “mama, mama.” 

He claimed no morality for war. 

So, in the moment of victory and peace, in the moment of 
prayer and thanks to Almighty God whose help we had because 
our objectives were moral and just, let us not think of war itself 
or its weapons as moral. 

War is awful, costly in blood and life. 

If the atomic bomb teaches us, the peoples of the,world, that 
war is wicked and wrong, then perhaps even that most effective 
of weapons may take on the cloak of respectability as a peaceful 
servant of the people.

tremendous change from dependence for 
life’s necessities on home and dad, to economic self-support, may be, 
roughly, divided into two classes. The first consists of those who 
must, quickly, find a job with a living wage attached. The second 
are those supposedly more fortunate ones who can go to some col- 
lege or other institute of higher learning and, again supposedly, 
receive special training for some profession they have—once more 
supposedly—chosen for their life’s career in intelligent, sensible 
and considered fashion. 

Well. let’s look at the first group first. Do they, generally 
speaking, get into the line of work for which they are best suited. 
Generally speaking, not at all. They get into the line of work, no 
matter what it may be, which first offers them a job with a 
living wage. They may not, to be sure, stick to that occupation 
all their lives, but even when they change it is again economic 
compulsion which usually dictates the next job they take. 

As for the college group, some of them 


The Second Group do decide on their future professions 


before going to their college of choice. These are the potential 
physicians, surgeons, lawyers, preachers, etc., who take highly spe- 
cialized classes. Even these, not infrequently, stick to a mistaken 
choice of livelihood because they have gone too far with their 
training by the time they realize their first choice was an error. 

There is, however, another large group which, entering college 
with only the haziest, if any, ideas of what they want to get 
out of it, follow the easiest course. They take a general literary 
course, or something like that, graduate and get their degrees then, 
like group one, above, start “looking for a job,” and take the first 
acceptable one that comes along. 

Even though the young man does, with reasonable intelligence, 
choose the work for which he thinks himself best adapted, the 
actuality, the daily, monotonous routine of that work, when he 
gets into it, often proves so different from his imaginings that he 
might just as well have gone into any one of half a dozen other 


lines of endeavor. Perhaps more wisely. 

All of which leads up to the main theme 
The Great Need we're getting at. That is, the greatest hu- 
man need of today, in all probability, is the development of a 
science which will truthfully evaluate the potential ability in 
any given line of endeavor, of the youth before he commits him- 
self to any course of training or type of job. 


Such a science, if perfected, would contribute more to the 


sum total of human content and human happiness than any other 
single factor. For it would assure each one of us being engaged in 
the particular activity we enjoyed doing the most. We would al) 
be happy and contented in our work. Ergo, we would do better 
work and contribute much more, individually, to the economic, 
social and spiritual progress of our people. 

A second need, resultant from the first, is the discovery, or 
creation, of a sufficient supply of properly inspired teachers, to 
lead our young people along the pathways of intelligently person- 
alized and specialized education. Education in the profession for 
which nature has best endowed them and: with such additional 
study only as will qualify them to enjoy, in their hours of leisure, 
the general arts and cultures which all need for well-rounded way 
of life. ;

Free Ballot | 
To Increase Voting? 


The major task facing Georgia’s Democratie, 
Republican, civic, and patriotic organizations, 
probably will be tripling or quadrupling the 
number of voters in Georgia—now that the ballot is free. Only 
about one-half million of Georgia’s three million citizens are 
registered voters today. They were registered under the poll tax 
law. Now that the new constitution has abolished all past due, 
present and future voting taxes, there should be a greatly enlarged 
electorate for next year’s gubernatorial election.. All that is 
necessary for a presently unqualified voter to become a full- 
fledged voter is to sign his name on the registration list and 
prove his literacy. All other restrictions, such as poll taxes, prop- 
erty ownership, and relationship to War Between the States vet- 
erans, have been removed, 


The Young Democrats have done a fine job sending ballots to 
soldiers. Last year Georgia voted more soldiers than any other 
state in the Union. The Women Democrats have increased wom- 
en’s interest in voting until today the women are a major factor 
in elections. The Republican organizations, senior and junior, 
are anxious to have Georgia become a two-party state, extolling 
the benefits accruing to politically-doubtful states in the business 
of patronage. The senior Democratic body will be interested in 
adding these thousands of newly qualified voters to their list. 


‘ 

While the Democratic party probably won’t have much to fear 
in the enfranchising of thousands of new voters, the political ma- 
chines of various municipalities will find it harder to contro] the 
votes. The new enfranchisement will make for a more independ- 
ent citizenship since machines and local “bosses” will have to offer 
more than a mere payment of voting taxes to win votes. 


: The Arnall forces are claiming a significant 
Voting Strength political victory in the overwhelming adop- 
tion of the new constitution. Checking the counties carried for 
the new charter, they contend they have nearly demolished Tal- 
madge's voting strength. The new constitution carried 129 coun- 
ties. Counties which Talmadge normally “carried in his vest 
pocket” ignored his pleas to defeat the new constitution. Tal- 
madge’s home county overwhelmingly ratified it, and his home 
precinct went for the charter 15 to 3. Talmadge apparently used 
the constitution as a sounding board for his intended gubernatorial 
race next year. Quick to take up the challenge, Arnall made the 
constitution election a test of his own political power. - Arnal! ad- 
ministration leaders are wondering if Talmadge will even attempt 
a comeback now that he has tested his voting strength. 


Of course, a great deal more was involved in the constitution 
election than the personal feud between Arnall and Talmadge. 
The document was drawn and passed by supporters of all political 
factions. The people rallied behind it, regardless of their po- 
litical beliefs. But this much the election did show: Georgia 
wants progressive rather than reactionary government. The Ar- 
nall administration has them where they will be dissatisfied with 


anything less than good government.

Small al- 
tars with crude wooden crosses

The atomic bomb was not the 
product of British or American 
science, but the result of co-opera- 
tive efforts of international scien- 
tists, the chiefs of whom by -the 
grace of Adolf Hitler came into 
the world of the western democra- 
cies. Dr. Lise Meitner was a 
German, associate of Prof. Otto 
Hahn, eminent German physicist. 
She had to leave Germany because 
she was of the Jewish race. She 
carried with her knowledge of the 
work of Prof. Hahn’s laboratory 
and received impetus to further re- 
search, which found a key to the 
mystery, through a report in a 
German scientific review. 


Prof, Niels Bohr is a Dane. He 
also had a personal reason for 
wishing to use his brain in be- 
half of the democracies resisting 
the oppression of his countrymen. 
Prof. Enrico Fermi was an Italian, 
who used the presentation of the 
Nobel Prize to come from Stock- 
holm to America, and escape the 
Fascist world. So there is a poetic 
justice—perhaps the justice of 
God—in the fact that Hitler’s ag- 
gression against the Jews and his 
neighbors helpe' deliver into the 
hands of the western democracies 
the most terrible weapon that ever 
existed. ; 


But whether God's mercy will 
be associated with 
the future will have to record, It 
is difficult to justify in the name 
of God the first use to which it 
was put, The atomic bomb gave 
us such power that we might have 
been able to refrain from its use. 
We could have invited the Japa- 
nese premier and the Swedish and 
Swiss ambassadors to Tokyo to 
witness its demonstration in an un- 
populated desert, and seen to it 
that their report reached the Jap- 
anese people. That would have 
started the bomb on the right ca- 
reer—as a liberator, not destroyer, 
of humanity. If the Japanese sur- 
render now, they would have sur- 
rendered from the demonstration 
in the desert, and peace would 
have started by an act of peace 
and the salvation of thousands of 
children’s lives. 


I can recall no other discovery 
decisive for war which was invent- 
ed primarily and specifically for 
war and thus found its first use. 
The two main weapons of this war 
so far—the tank and the bomber— 
are the outgrowth of genius in the 
service of peaceful development,

At any rate, what happened last 
mvunth in New Mexico and a few 
days ago in Japan is an event 
that puts this whole war into the 
background. Man has discovered 
the original source of all energy— 
the source that warms the earth 
and creates all its resources; the 
source that causes the sun, eternal- 
ly to burn, To put it profanely, 
he has discovered the source of 
inexhaustible’ wealth. Two para- 
bles come to mind; the story of 
Prometheus, who stole fire from 
heaven and brought it to man to 
make him independent, and of the 
nature of God. And the story of 
the Tower of Babel, which started 
as a bridge into the heavens, and 
to God, but which fell through the 
confusion of tongues.

With this invention everything 
we have hitherto done or even 
considered as a means of prevent- 
ing war is completely outmoded.

PRINCETON, N. J.—If, as some 
observers predict, America faces 
a period of industry-labor strife 
when the war with Japan ends, 
public opinion will be an impor- 
tant factor to both sides. 

Sponsors of the Federal Indus- 
trial Relations Act, anticipating 
this period, introduced the bill in 
an attempt to remove the causes 
for strife.

Dangerous Occupation 


Between his anguished howls to the Army for 
the loan of some of that DDT bug-killer, which 
is said to do to vermin what the atomic bomb 

does to Japs, the man across the street is working up a good strong 
case against one of the oldest and most enjoyable of feminine oc- 


diary—we can’t make out his name 
on the fly-leaf—unlike Mary As- 
tor’s, has nothing intimate and 
spicy to relate.

How I Met 
Chuck Jackson 


THERE is a very important reason why 
you should read this story. It is the com- 
plete, authorized description of the Army 
Air Forces Convalescent Program.

What you read here will help you to 
understand and help any member of the 
Armed Forces who faces a problem of 
making a mental or physical adjustment

HERE’S a story behind the story you’re 
: ewe to read on the following pages. I 
want to tell you about that first. 

An awful lot has been said and written 
about returning soldiers — much of it wrong. 
As a result of sloppy articles, sentimental 
movies, 0ozy radio shows and stories, people 
have gotten wrong ideas. They’re all mixed 
up. That makes it hard for the soldier, hard 
for his family. That’s why the Army Air 
Forces did a remarkable thing and I was 
proud to share it: 

They decided that it was time the soldier 
spoke for himself. To help him do it, they 
threw open their installations around the 
country to Staff Sgt. Millard Lampell, Air 
Forces writer, Staff Sgt. Joseph Heppner, 
photographer, and me, civilian. 

The soldier, Chuck Jackson, is everybody’s 
soldier because there is nothing that sets him 
apart from any other GI. He was picked 
after six months of investigation, 30,000 
air miles of visits and interviews in every 
AAF Personnel Distribution Command 
installation. 

Chuck is home from the fighting fronts. 
Like ‘90 per cent of all returnees, he is still in 
uniform. Like every man in uniform, he’s 
had it. That’s all there is. 

When the Air Forces decided to let Chuck 
talk for himself, they wanted him to talk to 
as many people as possible. Sergeant Lampell 
was the spearhead. His job was to get Chuck’s 
story out on the air. He came to THIS WEEK 


A Soldier Speaks...

— our job was to get Chuck’s story to you in 
words and pictures. We needed a photogra- 
pher who felt as keenly as we did: The AAF 
Training Aids Division, Illustrations Branch, 
put Sergeant Heppner to work. As I write 
this, Lampell is writing his radie scripts, 
which will bring you the story of Chuck and 
his friend, George Harris, badly wounded, 
now well. You will hear them on “Return to 
Duty” over the Mutual Broadcasting System 
(for time and station, see the radio page). 

Lampell, Heppner and I left New York to- 
gether. We followed Chuck every step of the 
way. To do it, I put on GI clothes, checked 
into Army barracks. . 

The story we brought back is the best I 
have ever had to tell. It is great because it is 
not a writer’s story. It is a soldier’s story. 
I know it’s an old cliche about truth being 
stranger than fiction. But it ts stranger and 
better and more exciting. I am gdéing to try 
to prove it. And as I try, remember one thing: 
This is your guy, too, we’re telling you about.

Cuuck JAcKSON. Real name, Charles H. 
The leather worker in Italy spelled it ‘““Chuk’’ 
on his flying jacket. Lives at 155 Covina 
Street, Long Beach, 3, Calif. He’s five feet, 
ten and one-half inches, weighs 135. Too thin. 
His eyes are blue and have good laugh lines 
at the corners. His hair was reddish when he 
was a kid. Now he’s 29. 

If a movie actor were to play Chuck Jack- 
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son, they'd pick Van Johnson. But no actor 
could get across Chuck’s dignity and honesty.

Chuck Jackson, tech sergeant, top turret 
gunner. No DFC. No Silver Star. No Purple 
Heart. Nothing except an Air Medal with 
two clusters, a European Theater ribbon with 
two stars, 52 missions, 72 points — and what 
they call operational fatigue. 


“Do You Have Sandwiches?’’ 


Cuuck was a soda-jerk at Tinkham’s Drug- 
store when he met Chris. That was 1936. 
He was frying eggs when she walked in from 
the insurance office down the street. She came 
up to the counter. ‘‘Do you have sandwiches?”’ 
He began to look at her just as he flipped the 
eggs over. The eggs missed the skillet and 
splashed all over the floor. They started being 
in love very early, you see. 

Chris goes well with Chuck. She’s small and 
blondish. And she likes to laugh as much as 
he does. These were kids you kept running 
into on every street in America. Chuck had 
sold ‘“‘Saturday Evening Posts’’ and the loca!

The years start. In Europe, there’s trouble.

He goes to work for 
Canada Dry, as a salesman, in the San Fer- 
nando Valley. Salary: $50 a week. Chris 
takes a part-time job. Credit Dept., Broad- 
way-Hollywood Department Store, Holly- 
wood — $22.15 a week. So it’s all right. So 
they have their car and their apartment and 
Chris's good taste shows up well on her figure. 

Then the headlines get blacker and blacker.

Chuck’s wife Chris didn’t want a husband 
in uniform. She wanted Chuck. But Chuck 
wanted something else. He had that feeling. 
And the glittery glamour of the Air Corps 
was getting him. The silver wings. Off into 
the clean blue sky. And none of them with 
those stars in their eyes knew how wild and 
filthy that sky could be. And Chris kept say- 
ing, ““‘Honey, if they want you, they’ll draft 
you.

It was July, 1942. They were driving home 
from a party. “‘Look, Chris, I’m joining up.

That was July, and because the glamour 
had reached out to many boys, there was an 
Air Corps waiting list.

He signed up for night school 
courses. In February, they called him. He did 
fine as an Air Cadet.

Off with the cadet uni- 
form that looks just like the one belonging to 
an officer and a gentleman. 

The stupid sergeant said it on the train 
carrying the ‘“‘failures’’ from Sacramento to 
the Kingman, Ariz., Gunnery School: “Okay, 
so you guys were hot shots. Now, you're nothin’ 
but washed-out pilots. Lousy buck privates. 
Just a bunch of washed-out hot shots.”’ Next 
morning, KP. Garbage cans. Dirty dishes. 
Where was that wild blue yonder? 

Then came months of learning how to be 
part of a Flying Fort. That part up in the top 
turret with a couple of guns. Next, Sioux 
City, lowa. The machinery of training was 
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turning out a B-17 crew. Chuck — gunner 
and engineer. The man who knew when the 
four engines were sweetly synchronized, who 
knew their voices like he knew Chris’. 

Piloi — Ralph Hutchins, Texas, movie 
usher. Co-pilot — Ken Lawlor, Maine, alumi- 
num factory worker. Bombardier — Bill Luke, 
Idaho, farmer. Navigator — Jim Shaw, Mis- 
sourl, Radio Operator —- Ralph Jannarone, 
New Jersey, road contractor. Waist Gunner — 
George Leonard, Texas, aircraft worker.

These 10 men became a family. For Chuck, 
they took the place of his father and mother 
and his two brothers and sisters.

Chris came to Sioux City in May, 1947 
This is the last time, she thought. The last 
time before he comes home with a different 
face, or only his leather jacket and the ring 
she gave him comes home, or he comes home 
just like he was before he left.

We decided we'd just leave each other on the 
street. I hopped the bus. I waved to her, and 
she just stood there, crying.

““We Were in For Keeps’’ 


““We wENT to the Second Bomb Group of 
the 15th Air Force. That first day we put up 
our tent and dug a ditch for rainwater. The 
second day they briefed us. We were replacing 
the 49th Squadron, which had just been shot 
up. Now we knew we were in for keeps. And 
we were scared. We kept wondering whether 
we were well trained. It was just like taking 
over a new job. You feel insecure as hell. 

‘The old crews steer clear of you. If you 
ask them anything, they just kid. Most of 
them hand you a snow job — just pile you 
under with stuff about how tough it is.” 

Four days are gone. They’ve drawn their 
equipment. Fatigues, heated suit, leather 
jacket. And Chuck has a new scarf which he 
made by ripping a towel in two and sewing 
the ends together. 

It’s time for the first mission. They’ve 
named their ship “The Flying Latrine.” 
Target: Munich. Check ammunition, 
oxygen bottles, instruments. Check the 
engines with the crew chief, Chuck. Do 
you understand the briefing? Do you re- 
member what they showed you to do in 
Sioux City? What’s Chris doing now? 
Check. Check. Check. 

Two red flares on the field. Weather closing 
in. First mission postponed until tomorrow. 
Game called on account of rain. Next day. 
Target: Vienna. ‘Felt like I was just sitting 
in the front row of a newsreel. Never saw so 
many ships in the air before. Flak not close 
enough to scare me. First taste of combat 
and it was still just a picture. 

“One thing you learn: On the way to the 
target you're flying for Uncle Sam. But, 
brother, on the way back, you're flying for 
nobody but yourself.”’

It BEGINS to build. Vienna. Munich. Pin 
points. Factories. Towns. Then there is the 
story of the lonesome strip of adhesive tape 
on the wall.

mnething. 1 didn’t know what it was, 
But I had lost something.”’ 

You know what he had lost,- don’t 
you? He’d lost his family, his crew. He’d 
lost the security they had given him. 

Chuck is glad, relieved, when his time is 
up and he reports to the Redistribution 
Station at Santa Monica. Ten days there 
to find out whether he’s ready to go back 
on active duty, be discharged or sent to a 
hospital for convalescence. He is told to 
bring Chris with him and they’re assigned 
a beautiful little beach cottage. A honey- 
moon cottage. Honeymoon: ““They’re fat- 
tening me up for the kill. They’re going to 
ship me to the Pacific.”” But his suspicions 
begin to break down. This is the first good 
deal he’s had in the Army. He hears that 
anybody coming back from a full tour of 
missions in Europe, gets at least three to 
six months of U.S. duty. 

The Santa Monica doctors spend 10 
days checking Chuck. They don’t miss a 
thing. They decide he needs rest and secur- 
ity and time to adjust to what has turned 
into a new way of life. Official diagnosis: 
operational fatigue, manifested by anxiety 
and headaches. They think it would be nice 
to assign him to Santa Ana because that 
will be close to home. He fights it — he 
doesn’t want family, neighbors and ques- 
tions. Assignment: convalescence at Fort 
George Wright, Spokane, Wash. 

Chris can go with him. They want her to. 
They know she can have as much to do with 
Chuck’s readjustment as they. There’s a 
housing development right near the post. 
They'll be able to find an apartment and 
Chuck will be permitted to come home at 
night. 


Unmilitary Place 


Tue Army bus meets them at the Spokane 
station. Chuck gets his papers, learns quick- 
ly that for the 1,600 men at Wright this 
is the most unmilitary place in the Army. 
He'll be required to go to a couple of classes, 
take exercise, get help from the personal 
physician assigned to every man coming in 
— and that’s all. 

Somebody is assigned to help them get 
their apartment. The project looks like a 
mill town. But it means they can be to- 
gether. Chris can do things with curtains 
and Chuck has green fingers. This is a small 
corner on security. And you can build it. 


‘When Chuck gets to the dispensary for 
the first time, he runs into George Harris. 
They'd trained for gunnery together but 
George ended up with the 8th in England. 
He picked up a hunk of flak in his shoulder 
over Germany, came to Spokane to work 
it out. They are good for each other. George 
is back longer and he’s the first to answer 
some of Chuck’s questions. 

Chris is getting the same questions an- 
swered, too. Major Bill Baker, Chief of 
Wright’s Neuropsychiatric Service, is a man 
with brains. He holds regular meetings 
with wives of new patients. He wants them 
to know the score, to know exactly what 
convalescence is and does: 


He Is Different 


*“Every single man who goes to war needs 
readjustment. During the past year, at 
least fifteen to twenty per cent of the men 
coming from combat have needed treat- 
ment. 

“You wives, of all people, know that 
there is a difference between what he is and 
what he was. That difference is what 


brought him here. He came because he 


couldn’t live comfortably in the world 
around him. Things he could tolerate be- 
fore, he can’t tolerate now. I’ve asked you 
to come here so you can help lubricate the 
readjustment you both must make. 

**You know the symptoms he has. 
Irritability. Restlessaness. Tension. Can’t 
sleep, eat, concentrate. Why? Basically 
because he is going through a readjust- 
ment even he doesn’t understand. 

“The Army forces every man in it to go 
backward. He’s reduced to a boy of fifteen 
with a kind of strict parental control. He’s 
given an allowance, is told when to eat, 
when to sleep, when to get up. He has to 
throw away all of the rules he’s learned in 
growing up and adopt a whole new set. 

“Then, when he gets back, he’s asked to 
throw away his new rule book and pick up 
the old. That’s a hard job. In the process of 
readjusting, he’s bound to feel insecure and 
uncertain. That combination equals fear. 
That’s why you see all those things in your 
men. The Army doctors have noticed it, too. 
That’s why he’s here. What do we ‘do 
about it? 

““We try to do the exact dramatic opposite 
of the things that caused his trouble. We

give him an atmosphere where he’s 
not even threatened by the Army. 
We give him the opportunity to do 
the non-military things he wants to 
do — and become an independent, 
self-reliant individual again. 

“‘We give him a chance to have a 
hobby. We make him get into com- 
petitive sports. He needs to feel he 
can beat somebody. And then he’s 
assigned to a personal physician. 
That man is responsible for every- 
thing that happens to him here. 


Changed 


““Wirtn that program, about ninety 
per cent of your men will get well. 
Don’t ask them to be exactly what 
they were one, two, three years ago. 
How could they be? 

**To help him, you must have 
two important things: an intel- 
ligent tolerance and a sense of 
humor. And you must be sin- 
cere. The women of this country 
are just starting to pay their 
emotional price for this war.”’ 

Chuck never thought he'd be rid- 
ing down a bridie path in Army 
fatigues.

Milk Base 


Mux is the base for a good half 
of these mixtures, but never milk 
plain. One combination is milk 
half-and-half with the juice of 
tomato or with grapefruit, or 
orange. To combine the liquids in 
a hurry, get them together by 
shaker. If you haven't one, a quart 
jar with a tight-fitting lid will do. 


The Robinson Peptail is an idea 
for breakfast on a _ heat-wilted 
morning. To the juice of two 
oranges, add the yolk of one egg 
and one teaspoon of honey, beat 
with a Dover. Serve frigid, enough 
to give the tongue cold feet. 


Fruit Frappé is but fruit juice 
and cracked ice, shaken mightily 
together for a five-carat sparkle. 
Garnish with a sprig of mint or 
a ripe cherry or a slice of the lemon. 


Here’s a luncheon to sip through 
a straw: Slice or break a fully ripe 
banana into a medium mesh wire 
strainer. Sieve by pressing through 
with a spoon. Add one cup cold 
milk, a few drops of vanilla and 
shake well and serve icy cold. 


Maple Eggnog is a heady tipple. 
Beat one egg yolk, add two table- 
spoons of maple syrup, a few 
grains of salt and a few drops of 
maple or vanilla extract. Mix well 
and add one cup chilled mulk. 
Beat egg whites until stiff and 
fold into beverage. Serve in a tall 
glass, sprinkling the white cap 
with the dust of nutmeg. 


Lemon Frosi is cool as a breeze 
playing over the Hudson. Fill a 
giass one-fourth full of cracked 
ice; fill three-fourths full of well- 
mixed lemonade and frost the top 
with a spoon of stiffly-beaten egg 
white, blended with raspberry 
jam — just enough to sweeten and 
turn it blushing.

Mutual admiration: Star Durbin and Composer Kern 


Everyone knows tunes by 
Jerome Kern. Now he’s 60 


and still going strong... 


OU’ VE been hearing more Jerome Kern 

music this year than ever. That’s be- 
cause 1945 marks the old man’s sixtieth 
birthday, and in tribute to his 40 years of 
superb musical composition, the entire en- 
tertainment world is featuring such unfor- 
gettable Kern melodies as “Ol’ Man River,” 
“Smoke Gets in Your Eyes,” “I Dream 
Too Much” and a hundred others. 

A small, bespectacled, mild-man- 
nered man with a complexion like a 
boiled ham, Kern is genuinely sur- 
prised that he should be so honored. 

But you just can’t keep a good thing 
quiet, it seems. Jerome Kern has written 
the scores to more than 105 musical come- 
dies and a dozen motion pictures. Yet he 
never receives the publicity given such men 
as Irving Berlin and Cole Porter. 

“It’s because I lead a dull, uneventful 
life,” Kern explains pleasantly. “I’m too 
normal. That's why people aren’t interested 
in me. I'll tell you how normal I am. M-G-M 
is doing a picture about me called ‘Till the 
Clouds Roll By.’ It’s supposed to be a biog- 
raphy of me, but it’s really a device to fea- 
ture my music and fictionize my life. I’ve 
only had one wife, and the studio feels that 
I need more women in my past, so they’ve 
stuck in as many as they liked.”’ 


Women Are For Sentiment 


As on most topics, Kern has definite 
ideas about women. ‘‘Women,”’ says Kern, 
“particularly on the stage, should be used 
to supply sentiment to clean stories. The 
chorus girls in many shows embarrass me. 
The trouble with the New York stage is 
that many of its music shows are frequently 
bawdy. I think they’re for men’s clubs.”’ 
Well, that’s how Jerome Kern talks. 
When he wants to say something, he says 
it. When he wants to do something, he does 
it. For example, when he was a youngster 
in New York, fresh out of N.Y.U., he 


wanted to go abroad to study music. His 
father, on the other hand, insisted that he 
try his talents in the family furniture busi- 
ness. One day he sent young Jerome to buy 
two pianos. Kern returned with 200 and was 
promptly shanghaied to Europe. 

It was while he was in England, learning 
more about music, that Kern fell in love 
with the girl who is now his wife. ; 

In 1926, after having established himself 
as one of the finest composers of musical 
comedies in the world with hits like “Sally” 
and “Sunny,” Kern announced that he 
would revolutionize the time-honored musi- 
cal-comedy format by writing the score for 
a novel by Edna Ferber. His friends pleaded 
with him to drop the project, but Kern per- 
sisted. He turned out his greatest and most 
lasting work, ‘‘Show Boat.”’ 


He Fooled Broadway 


A year later Kern said he would write a 
musical dispensing completely with chorus 
girls. Again, Broadway prophesied that he 
couldn’t get away with it. ‘““The Cat and the 
Fiddle’ was a smash success. 

Kern takes most pride in the fact that 
he’s easy to work with, rarely indulges in 
the luxury of temperamental outbursts. A 
good listener, he will also argue brilliantly 
on any subject to his liking. 

I asked him why there were no hit songs 
of World War II comparable to those of 
World War I —like “Over There” and 
“Tipperary.” 

Kern’s eyes flashed. ‘““Young man, in the 
First World War only civilians sang ‘Over 
There.’ And as for ‘Tipperary,’ why, the 
song was written back in 1912. The soldiers 
just liked it and adopted it.. 

“*If any good songs come out of this 
war, soldiers will have to write them. 
Professionals don’t know Army life. 

“Soldiers won't have any part of them. 
They go for ballads.” 

I said, “You mean something like ‘I Lost 
My Sugar in Salt Lake City’?” 

“Bah!” he exclaimed. Then he smiled. 
“‘Have a Scotch and soda, young man. It 
will improve your taste.”’
